What's Gained? 
Decision of the Ohio pardon and parole commis­ 
sion to continue George Mason’s application for pa­ 
role until 1949 raises a question ab out the commission’s 
logic. 
If its purpose is to salv age as much as possib le from 
the social wreckage washed up in the state’s penal in ­ 
stitutions, Mason’s application for parole should harv e 
b een granted now If its purpose is to inflict punish­ 
m ent on a quid pro quo b asis, its conclusion that Mason 
is still a criminal can b e Justified. The fact is that In 
making his escape in 
19 35 while serv ing a sentence for 
possession of b urglary tools and explosiv e Mason did 
slug a guard. But the further fact is that he led an ex­ 
emplary life thereafter and had b een recommended 
for parole b y the gov ernor of Michigan, who yielded 
him to Ohio authorities, ob v iously in the b elief his 
case would b e handled with clemency 
There hav e b een sev eral occasions recently to won­ 
der what the Ohio purdon and parole commission ex­ 
pects to gain b y ob serv ing the letter of the law, at the 
expense of its spirit 


Economic Statemanship 
If the United States is going to depend on wage- 
ral*e formulas and patterns as a sub stitute for genuine 
collectiv e b argaining there needs to b e a high order 
of economic statesm anship among those who do the 
leading in this game of follow-the-leader. 
"Big steel," which itself seemed to take Its cue from 
"b ig electricity," has set a pattern of 15 cents an hour 
increase. ThLs formula has b een adopted b y "b ig auto­ 
mob iles" and will hav e a considerab le Impact on ‘ b ig 
coal.” The repercussions of so-called b asic settlements 
are b eyond comprehension WLB really started some­ 
thing with its "little steel" formula 
One gauges the importance of formula settlem ents 
b est b y imagining what a different formula Would 
mean. Suppose electricity and steel, sob ered b y respon­ 
sib ility for national welfare, had decided to split the 
difference b etween union demands for more money 
and pub lic requests for lower prices. There would hav e 
b een the same repercussions, the same follow-the- 
leader Impulse. The American people would find it 
easier than they are finding it now to speak of eeo- 
nomic statesm anship w ithout wondering if tha t’s the 
right name for what they're getting. 


Sav ing Whom? 
Threats to scare congressmen away from pending 
union reform legislation are too little and too late. 
Most congressmen already hav e felt the pressure of the 
strongest pressure b loc there is—a m ajority of the 
American people 
The frantic roaring» of "Red Mike" Q uill in New 
York City and the protests of other lab or leaders from 
coast to coast are dov e-whispering compared to the 
angry m urm uring of millions who think the campaign 
to giv e America to the union cab al has gone far enough 
The union b osses hav e had their chance Some of 
them grew' as their responsib ility Increased 
Others 
Just swelled They earned the retrib ution they're re­ 
sisting now b y making all the m istakes which b ig b us­ 
iness made b efore passage of the Sherm an Act. 
They dem onstrated that they couldn’t b e trusted 
with the kind of unrestricted power b estowed on them 
during the 1930's. They dem onstrated tha t too many 
of them were capab le of putting themselv es ahead of 
the national welfare. 
Lab or in the United States is ev eryb ody who work.< 
for wages. The m ajority of lab oring people are outside 
the lab or Unions. In the minority b elonging to the 
unions, moreov er, are m any who are skeptical of the 
kind of union leadership which produced the excesses 
that now need to b e foib idden b y legislation. 
Prob ab ly as few as 106 men in the U nited States 
b ear responsib ility for those excesses. They are the 
only ones who would b e affected directly b y restrictions 
on the practices of lab or unions, yet they are so power­ 
ful that they are trying to make it appear as if the 
whole fate of organized lab or In the United States were 
at stake. 
Most congressmen, b eing politicians, can spot a m i­ 
nority when they see one. particularly a m inority try­ 
ing to ev ade responsib ility tor its own mistakes. 
There is nothing in the proposed reform s b efore 
Congress which would hurt lab or, organized lab or, or 
leaders of organized lab or interested solely in improv ­ 
ing the condition of American working people There 
is a great deal in the proposed reforms which would 
cram p the style of the Quills. Petrillos and Tob ins
